Nothing Will Shake the Unshakable. 





As the message opens to- 
night a spirit of boldness takes 
possession of the situation and 
lifts to heights unknown and 
previously unthinkable. I have 
read of men who waxed bold in 
time of opposition, but they 
have lived in their day and now 
we live in our day. With the 
same oppositions and the same 
Spirit reviewing the situation, 
others would and will wax just 
as bold and become just as fear- 
less as Peter and John or Paul 
and Silas. 

Some one has said, “In order 
to be qualified to meet your duty 
you want unbounded faith in 
the triumph of truth and the 
overthrow of wickedness.” How 
dare any of the members of 
the Church of God get dis- 
couraged? Have we not the 
Lord God Almighty on our 
side? Listen! When Omni- 
science has lost its eyesight, 
and Omnipotence falls back im- 
potent, and the Lord is driven 
from His throne, then the 
Church of God can afford to be 
despondent, but never until 
then. Now is a good time to 
have steadfast faith and confi- 
dence. 

Ihave been informed that 
somebody is peddling a _ state- 
ment that the courts have de- 
cided that we are not the 
Church of God and no part of 
it. It is useless for me to deny 
such a wild statement for al- 
most everybody that hears it 
knows it is untrue. The courts 
have had nothing to do with 
such a statement and Judges on 
the bench are too wise to even 
think of such a thing. Indeed 
the Church of God is just like it 
has been for years—recognized 
by the authorities and holds its 
place firmly and solidly. 

A few may turn pale and feel 
weak when we are misrepre- 
sented, but some of us have had 
so much of this that it rather 
buoys us up and makes us feel 
refreshed. Such is like the 
flowing of the cooling zephry 
breeze in the hot summer time. 
We straighten ourselves up, 
bare our breasts while a smile 
of contentment sweeps over our 
faces. We do not feel like we 
are doing anything if there are 
no oppositions. We have per- 
fect confidence in the great 
Church of God and we have 
nothing to fear. It is destined 
to grow and prosper and con- 
tinue until Jesus comes, and all 
the powers of hell cannot over- 
throw God’s plan for it. 

Some one may think I am 
taking too much authority and 
covering too much scope, but 
his think will fall lifeless by the 
side of success just like many 
others have done. Too many 
have undertaken to undermine 
and overthrow and demolish and 
failed for any uneasiness to 
creep over the true blue, tried, 
settled, and fixed, saint of God. 
I wish an accurate account had 
been kept of the cases who have 
gone to the wall, met with acci- 
dents, died and were killed, who 
have taken a stand against us. 
Doubtless the number would be 
surprisingly large. Let a man 
break off and begin to boast and 
roar against us and I begin to 
feel sorry for him at once, for 
he is sure to be snuffed 
off sooner or later. Men have 
trembled and turned pale _ be- 
cause they have even spoken 
one unthoughted word against 
us. They have seen how the 
wrath of God has turned on 





others who have spoken against 
this way. Knowing all these 
things as some of us do we 
know there is nothing else to 
do but have steadfast faith and 
confidence, If we are the apple 
of God’s eye, do we not know 
He will put us through for what 
He has raised us up? 


The Church of God is no little 
trifling order. It is of divine 
origin and He has His men for 
the hour now the same as He 
had His men for the hour in 
the beginning. O I wish I 
could tell what is working in 
me as I am holding up for His 
Church and His chosen men 
and their respective positions. 
This is wonderful! No tongue 
can describe and no mind can 
imagine what He has in store 
for His true and trusted follow- 
ers who would wade blood to 
their necks before they would 
retreat, or turn traitor and de- 
clare themselves for their en- 
emies. And God knows His 
men. You need not think He 
is blind, deaf or dead. Doubt- 
less some have already gone too 
far to ever return. It is possible 
that some have been crippled 
who will remain with thé 
Church, but they will never at- 
tain to heights they could have 
reached had they not said or 
thought some things that God 
knows about. You can’t hide 
anything from Him. He knows 
our thoughts. A God that 
would not permit the great man 
Moses to cross the Jordan be- 
cause of one little mistake, will 
not pass over some things that 
He may know is going on now. 
I have to be careful every day 
and you have to exercise the 
same caréfulness or it will ef- 
fect your spirit and position— 
that is, a flaw will prevent your 
rising to the extent that you 
would without a flaw. 


But why mention these 
things tonight? I do not know, 
but I do know that to turn fickle 
and weak-kneed now would be 
cowardice. As for myself I 
have gone too far now to think 
of fear and weakening. I must 
be strong as ever, and even in- 
crease my strength with the in- 
crease of age. I have stood 
boldly for the Church for more 
than sixteen years, and declared 
it far and wide as the Church 
of God, and in fulfillment of 
prophecy and J] have no reason 
or grounds to 1. ake any counter 
statements. I am just as strong 
for it as ever or even stronger. 
There is no cracking, no crumb- 
ling, no weakness to be coun- 
tenanced in this thing. God de- 
mands us to be strong in the 
Lord and in the power of His 
might and there is no alterna- 
tive to those who care to attain 
to the heights He offers the 
true blue. You can’t go on up 
and turn fickle and weak-kneed. 
You can’t go on up and turn 
jealous and self-seeking. You 
can’t go on up and talk and 
think in ways that displease 
God. I am afraid some have al- 
ready had some thoughts that 
God has heard just as well as if 
they had been spoken. And I 
am afraid some words have 
been spoken that have not set 
the best with Him. 


Years ago there was a little 
occurrence that was about to 
draw me into am uncomfortable 
situation, and I was about to 
take the fatal step, but with a 
deep determination I said, No, I 
will not engage in anything that

will hurt my experience. I want- 
ed to keep my experience bright. 
I did not want any dull coat put 
on me. I fully cleared myself 
by refraining from interfering 
with what I could let alone. I 
do not want to busy myself with 
anything that will cause one 
feather to drop from my wings 
that are to carry me to higher 
heights of glory, virtue, and 
ability. There are heights yet 
before me to which I must at- 
tain. There are responsibilities 
and spiritual attainments yet in 
my path ahead. I must not 
turn aside, I must remain stead- 
fast and faithful. Yes, O yes, 
brother, I must doit, and by 
God’s grace I will! And if I al- 
ways keep this that has come 
upon me tonight—the spirit for 
the hour—there will never be 
anything but steadfast faith and 
confidence. And the Church of 
God shall be defended and ex- 
alted to the very last moment 
when it shall rise to meet the 
Bridegroom. The brightness is 
growing brighter, and if there 
is any dimness at all it is dim- 
ness of eyes instead of the dim- 
ness of the Church. 


There have been times of 
shaking. My heart has been 
broken over and over again be- 
cause of the shaking that some 
could not stand. When _ the 
shaking came they shook with 
the shaking. They could not 
remain quiet and selfpossessed 
when things were on the move 
under the influence of disorders. 
I have stood it thus far and I 
want to stand even when a se- 
verer shock comes if it should 
come at all. But I am fully con- 
vinced that nothing will shake 
the unshakable. The writer of 
Hebrews says, “Yet once more,” 
signifying the removing of those 
things that are shaken, so I con- 
clude it will not do to shake 
with those that shake when the 
shaking time comes. But, I tell 
you, the man that is fickle and 
weak-kneed ‘will surely shake 
when the shake comes on with 
its shaking. 


I tell you, I would not be 
shaky and turn fickle and weak- 
kneed and prove myself a cow- 
ard for all the world. I must be 
for God what He has planned 
for me. And I want to encour- 
age others to stand out head and 
shoulders above all doubts, 
shakes, fickleness, weakness, 
and cowardice. I can’t under- 
stand how any one who has 
been a member of the Church 
for years can turn traitor and 
turn and fight the very thing he 
It reminds me 
of the man who was once plow- 
ing in the field and something 
got wrong with the clevis and 
he picked it up in the heat of 
passion and shut his eyes as 
tight as he could and threw the 
little harmless piece of iron as 
far as he could, and then after 
he cooled down opened his eyes 
and started out to hunt his clev- 
is. Some body may be out now 
hunting his clevis. But his 
search may be in vain. A few 
hot words, murmurings, grumb- 
lings, criticisms, faultfindings, 
backbitings, secret caucusing 
and other things as fatal may 
be throwing the clevis away. 
Whoever has done this, is doing 
it, or will do it, may never be 
able to get the good old plow 
started any more, for he can’t 
plow without the clevis, and he 
threw the clevis away in his 
blindness and it doubtless dug 
in under some rubbish of doubts, 
unbelief, or won’t make it right 
scrubby bushes and he’ll never 
find it. But the Church goes 
on without this kind of a per- 
son. Those that are shaken 
are to be removed. God won’t 
bear always with shaky folks. 
He may look over them a little 
while, but He must have Josh- 
uas, Gideons, Davids, Peters, 
and. Pauls. 


The work is too great for 
shaky folks—too hard and 








heavy for weaklings. Then we 
must have a lot of unshakables 
—those who will not flinch or 
run when the battle gets hot. 
Men who can stand up and de- 
clare this is the Church of God 
and not all the time be looking 
for another, or lingering around 
the old green-skim pond of 
doubt and fear. This is the 
Church of God, and any off- 
shoots cannot be, nor ever will 
be. When a man is excluded be- 
cause he is not eligible to be a 
member, and then he picks up 
a little bunch of tobacco users, 
adulterers, and excluded mem- 
bers, and calls the bunch the 
church of God, it does not make 
it the Church of God. The 
Church of God is the Church of 
God and it will remain the 
Church of God. A man may turn 
Haman if he wants to and pre- 
pare a gallows to hang the Mor- 
decai on, but he is just as sure 
to go there himself as did Ha- 
man of the book of Esther. The 
Mordecai, whoever he is, will al- 
ways win, and the man that op- 
poses him will disappear. Thus 
it will be with the great Church 
of God. 


Beloved, if any of you are not 
settled tonight, you had better 
get settled down on bed rock 
before the shaking time comes, 
because you will be removed if 
you shake. God is going to 
have an army of unshakables. 
And He is gathering them in 
pretty rapidly. Thank God, I 
think a few more will get down 
on bed rock before they get 
through with this message. 


This message has run off so 
fast tonight that I am amazed 
at it myself. Here it is nearly 
twelve and it hardly seems I 
have been here an hour. But, 
thank God, the steadfastness 
and boldness is still right there 
deeply set in my being. Praise 
God for His good will and the 
power of His love! Amen!

I can hardy hold myself be- 
cause others are in the ring 
that are so on fire that they can 
scarcely sleep, and hardly feel 
like taking time to eat. The 
thing is sure blazing and crack- 
ing and roaring. Any body that 
balks now will certainly show 
himself and land on a back 
seat to wither up, fade out and 
blow away. This Evangel drive 
is the biggest thing of its kind 
the Church of God has ever 
struck. I make this statement 
because of the many letters 
that come in telling of the en- 
thusiasm that is being demon- 
strated in so many places. Thus 
far, I have heard of only one 
man that has shown any signs 
of balkiness, and he got up be- 
fore the congregation and made 
such a speel that he killed him- 
self with the congregation and 
Ido not know what else has 
happened to the poor fellow. 
Probably he has repented be- 
fore now, and will be good and 
ready for a good run on the 
Seventh of May. 


Some have wanted informa- 
tion about the start of the pa- 
per and of course I gladly told 
them that we ventured to start 
it without a cent of money. We 
went in debt for five hundred 
handbills which were sent to a 
few of our friends and acquaint- 
ances. There were only three 
hundred subscribers for the first 
issue, and we hired the printing 
done, folded and wrapped the 
paper in my bedroom where I 
had my office for several years, 
then I carried them to the Post 
Office ina flour sack on my 
back. At first it was published 
every two weeks at fifty cents 
a year. It was a small sheet, but 
it was a start. Later it was made 
a weekly at a dollar a year and 
the form changed. 

It was not until about five 
years ago that we ventured to 
purchase machinery and do the 
work ourselves. The first pur- 
chase was at a cost of $1,250.00, 
and the next was $1,100.00. We 
had no money to invest so we 
had to go in debt for it all. We 
kept on working and adding to 
—one piece of machinery after 
another until we now have a 
well equipped printing plant and 
office fixtures. It is remarkable 
the way God gave us favor 
with the business firms so we 
could make our purchases, all 
on time, both of equipment and 
stock to run the business. As 
TI now reflect over the past 
twelve years I am amazed at 
the business myself. How I 
have pulled through is hard to 
understand. I really can’t see 
now how I have made it through 
to the present time. But it is 
true, we are up this far, and 
have a plant well worth forty 
thousand dollars, with only 
twenty-four thousand dollars, 
round numbers, debt against it. 
It is difficult for me to tell how 
we have pulled through, met.our 
bills, paid the running expenses 
and managed to pay sixteen 
thousand on the plant. To me 
now, after I have gone through 
it, it is indeed wonderful. I feel 
like saying, It is God that did it. 
Praise His wonderful name! 

And now we have made an- 
other big venture. We have 
started a big new Magazine. 
The first issue went out for Has- 
ter, in this month with a sub- 
scription list of about thirteen 
hundred. But the sales of sin- 
gle copies have made us able to 





put out almost nine thousand 
already, with a fair assurance 


of two or three thousand more 
by the end of the month. 

And there’ is no end to the 
good words about the big new 
Faithful Standard. Here is a 


Sample and only one of many. 
|l give it in the words of the 


writer himself: 
Dear Brother Tomlinson: 


I feel impressed to write my 
appreciation of the New Maga- 
zine. Received my first copy 
just recently. When it arrived 
I dropped everything, sat down, 
read every line, even the Ads. 
While reading I laughed, cried 
and rejoiced. Say, I never saw 
anything that blest my soul 
thore. I believe it is one of the 
biggest (or will prove to be) 
things the Church of God has 
ever launched, and I look for- 
ward to a bright, glorious and 
prosperous career. I sincerely 
believe God was back of the 
idea of starting it, and of course 
it can’t fail.

Dearly Beloved in Christ—Greetings 

From Dark Japan: 

I thank God for the privilege of 


coming to Japan. I praise God for 
Jesus. He never was so precious to 
me until I met heathenism and came 
in contact with the powers of dark- 
ness. 

The contrast of the worship of Je- 
sus and His power in our lives, and 
the heathen in their degradation as 
they worship their idols is great in- 
deed. As we worship the Lord in His 
wondrous beauty, we become like 
Him in spirit, and the reason the 
heathen are so degraded is because 
of what they worship. 

As we ‘go along the roads we see 
the most horrible images in the 
shrines. People stop in front of them 
and bow and clap their hands twice 
and throw coins into the temple. They 
also have images in their houses, 
and all this tends to degrade and de- 
base them, but the wonderful love 
and life of Jesus, how it lifts and ele- 
vates. 


“Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest.” 

It is my desire and aim here to give 
you only a wee glimpse of the vast 
fields of ripened grain, of the broad 
and extensive harvest with its thou- 
sands of perishing souls momently 
entering eternity, buried in Christ- 
less graves to suffer eternal doom 
and damnation for the lack of reap- 
ers to gather in the sheaves. My hope 
and prayer is that some little word 
this message conveys will sink down 
deep into the heart and will hear 
God’s call to go, to send, to give, and 
will be willing and obedient in sac- 
rificing all on the altar,\that the fire 
of God might consume the sacrifice. 

Glancing ever the vast region which 
lies before us, and catching as it 
were, but a bird’s eye view of the 
surrounding country we behold vil- 
lage after village, hundreds of them 
dotted here and there and yonder un- 
til at the far horizon they seem as a 
tiny speck against the glowing sky. 
The thought comes to me over and 
over again, How many of these vil- 
lages have even heard the name of 
Jesus, or know that a Savior has died 
to redeem them from sin? How many 
will there be in that number who will 
join in the ransomed around the 
great white throne in the glory 
hereafter? I fear there will be few 
indeed if these present conditions 
continue. Seeing the great need as 
only an eye witness can, the awful 
misery and sinfulness’ of a heathen 
land, with their fearful idol worship 
and heathenish parades, my whole be- 
ing cries out to God that I might be 
able in some way to bring this won- 
derful message of salvation to the lost 
and spread the good news far and 
wide, that they might believe and be 
saved. 

My Bible is open at the place, “He 
went out into a mountain to pray and 
continued all night in prayer to God.” 
Shall we go on in prayer for the lost? 
He was not driven of the Spirit in- 
to that mountain, He was drawn 
there. When shall we comprehend 
the love of Christ who died for them? 
Can we sacrifice a whole night for 
them? I feel more than ever convinced 








lot the great work that can be done at 


home in the secret chamber. 

The work of God in the regions be- 
yond is not an isolated work, for it 
depends equally upon those who stay 
at home for co-operation and fellow- 
ship in prayer, that the supplies of! 
spiritual and material help may be 
forth coming. The victory was given 
to the Israelites as long as the hands 
of Moses, the servant of God, were 
upheld and so today victory in the 
name of the Lord may be known in 
distant fields of service in the meas- 
ure that we uphold the hands of God’s 
messengers in prayer. 

This is the key thought of Luke 
5: 1-11. Those who launch out into 
the deep at the Master’s command 
were feeling the strain, until their 
nets were breaking so they beckoned 
to their partners which were in the 
other ship that they should come and 
help them.

Who then will consecrate himself 
unto the Lord this day? Who then 
will say, “Here am I, Lord, send me?” 

Do we wish to know the solution 
of our empty churches? Let us find 
the answer here. The practical fel- 
lowship with their partners in the 
deep resulted in blessings to them- 
selves and those around and so in 
the measure we take part in the great 
commission and co-operate with those 
who have launched out into the deep 
will be the measure of blessing for 
the home churches and individual be- 
lievers. 

If unable to go forth yourself, sure- 
ly you can do your part at home in 
co-operating with those who have 
gone and in that great day when He 
shall make up His jewels, there will 
be those who like David’s mighty men 
counted not their lives dear unto 
death and were willing to give them- 
selves and their all for the one they 
dearly loved, and there will be those 
like Epaphras who agonized in pray- 
er for the blessing upon God’s ser- 
vants who were instruments in the 
Master’s hands for bearing the good 
news where Christ was not named. 
Let us all grasp the truth that we are 
co-workers or partners together with 
God, whether we stay at home or 
whether we are in the forefront of the 
battle wrestling against the powers of 
darkness in the regions beyond. 

Among the many thousand church 
members, how many spend one un- 
easy night a month devising ways 
and means to meet Japan’s heathen- 
ism? How many young men and wo- 
men are seriously considering wheth- 
er Jesus Christ is not calling them to 
make this problem their life work? 
And how many are willing to come 
over to help in this gigantic task? 

God chooses the weak things of 
this world to confound the mighty 
that He might receive all the glory 
and praise for all that is accom- 
plished. Will we be guiltless if we 
sit around all day saying, “Lord, no 
man hath hired us,” when Jesus has 
said, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
The challenge has come to every 
true’ Christian. What shall we do in 
the face of this alarming situation? 
Let every one who knows God respond 
to the call and pray as the prophets 
of old, “Here am I, Lord, send me.” 

I must tell of a young man whom 
I have been dealing with. He was 
under conviction and came to my tent 
and said, “I must have this Jesus you 
have been telling me about.” I took 
him in and we prayed and he was glo- 
riously saved. I have seen him several 
times since and he was still testify- 
ing to a glorious salvation. Oh, does 
it, not pay to work for Jesus?

Ques. Where did John stand in a 
vision? 

Ans. He stood upon the sand of the 
sea. 

Ques. What does the sea represent? 

Ans. It doubtless means the same 
as many waters in chapter 17:15. 
“The waters which thou sawest * * *, 
are peoples, and multitudes, and na- 
tions, and tongues.” 

Ques. What did John see, that rose 
up out of this sea? 

Ans. He saw a beast. (Gr. therion, 
“a wild beast.” Syriac, beast of prey). 

Ques. What was the description of 
the beast? 

Ans. He had the appearance of a 
leopard; his feet were like a bear’s 
feet; his mouth was like that of a 
lion; he had seven heads and ten 
horns and crowns upon the horns 
(Syr.). Also the name of blasphemy. 
was written upon the heads. Verses 
1, 2. Composed of different parts of 
the beast of Daniel’s vision. 

Ques. What is said of one of the 
heads? 

Ans. One of the heads had been 
wounded (Gr. slain) actually dead. 

Ques. Did John behold the head as 
yet dead? 

Ans. No. He said the deadly wound 
was healed and all the world won- 
dered after the beast. 

Ques. What will the world say of 
this beast which will be healed 
(brought to life). 

Ans. They say, “Who is like unto 
the beast? who is able to make war 
with him?’ 

Ques. What was given unto the 
beast? 

Ans. “There was given unto him 
a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies.” 

Ques. What other emblem seems 
to be identical with this beast? 

Ans. The little horn of the fourth 
beast of Daniel’s vision. 

Ques. What will this beast of prey 
which was wounded to death and is 
later to be restored, open his mouth 
to do? 

Ans. He will open “his mouth in 
blasphemy against God, to blaspheme 
his name, and his tabernacle, and 
them that dwell in heaven.” Verse 6. 

Ques. What is the little horn to do? 

Ans. He shall speak great words 
against the Most High. Dan. 7:25. 

Ques. What will the beast do to 
the saints (tribulation saints)? — 

Ans. He will make war with the 
saints and overcome them. Verse 7. 

Ques. What is the little horn to do? 

Ans. He will make war against the 
saints and prevail against them. Dan. 
7:21. 

Ques. How long is the beast to re- 
main on earth after his deadly wound 
is healed and the people begin to 
wonder after him? 

Ans. Only forty-two months (three 
and a half years). Verse 5. 

Ques. How long is the little horn 
to exist after it shows up? 

Ans. Only for “a time and times 
and the dividing of time (three and 
a half years).” 

Ques. In view of what is said of the 
little horn that comes up and takes 
three other horns to himself, also 
blasphemes God and His saints in 
heaven (raptured saints) and makes 
war against those that remain on 
earth and overcomes them, then re- 
mains only three and a half years 
after so boldly making his appear- 
ance, who can this little horn rep- 
resent? 

Ans. The description given of the 


“little horn corresponds to that of the 


antichrist. 

Ques. In view of what is said of 
the beast which has the same descrip- 
tion as that of the little horn, what 
does reason teach that the beast rep- 
resents? 

Ans. It very appropriately teaches 
that the beast of chapter 13:1-11 is 
identical with the little horn, and is, 
therefore, the antichrist. 

Ques. After the beast which had 
the slain head appeared on the scene 
with all seven heads, really alive, 
where did he get his great power and 
authority? 

Ans. He received his power and 
authority from the dragon, that old 
serpent, called the Devil and Satan. 
Verse 2; chapter 12:9. 

Ques. At that time who will the 
people of the world worship? 

Ans. They will worship the beast 
(antichrist). Verse 4. 

Ques. Why will they worship the 
antichrist? 

Ans. The Jews will belfeve him to 
be the Messiah. They would not re- 
ceive Jesus, but He said, “If another 
shall come in his own name, him ye 
will receive.” Yes, they will receive 
him as their Messiah and worship 
him. The Gentiles who failed to go 
in the rapture will be forced to wor- 
ship him under penalty of martyr- 
dom if they fail, hence the souls un- 
der the altar. 

Ques. Besides worshipping the anti- 
christ, who else will they worship? 

Ans. They will be worshipping the 
dragon, that old serpent called the 
Devil and Satan. Verse 4. Chapter 
12:9. 

Ques. Why is it that they worship 
the devil? 

Ans. Because in worshipping the 
antichrist, because of his great pow- 
er they worship the devil uncon- 
sciously, thinking that he is the Mes- 
siah. 

Ques. What will the people do 
for the beast that was wounded to 
death and did live? 

Ans. They made an image to the 
beast and set it in the temple. Verse 
14; 2 Thes, 2: 4. ° 

Ques. How does Paul refer to this 
beast, or antichrist? 

Ans. He refers to him as the “man 
of sin.” 2 Thes. 2:3. 

Ques. If the antichrist is to be a 


man whom the world is to wonder 
after, corresponding to the head that 
was slain but restored, does not this 
show that the man has already lived 
and died but will come on the scene, 
be revealed again just three and a 
half years before the end or culmina- 
tion of this age? 

Ans. Yes. It seems that this man 
lived before the days of John the 
revelator. 

Ques. What did one of the seven 
angels tell John about the beast (the 
antichrist with his kingdom)? 

Ans. He said, “The beast that thou 
sawest was (lived before this time), 
and is not (is dead); and shall 
ascend out of the bottomless pit 
(Syriac abyss), and go into perdi- 
tion: and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, *** when they 
behold the beast that was (lived be- 
fore), and is not (is dead), and yet 
is (at the time that they shall won- 
der). The whole world is to wonder 
after the beast. Chapter 17:8. 

Ques. What do the seven mountains 
represent? 


Ans. They represent the seven 
heads or seven kings with their king- 
doms. Verses 9, 10. 


Ques. How many heads had fallen 
at the time John was on Patmos? 

Ans. The angel said, “Five are fall- 
en and one is.’”’ Chap. 17:10. 

Ques. What one existed at John’s 
time? 

Ans. The Roman empire. 

Ques. What were the five that had 
fallen? 

Ans. Babylon, Medo-Persia, Greece, 
Egypt and Syria. These were .the 
persecutors of the Jews. 

Ques. Five had fallen and one 
(Rome) existed, what is said of the 
seventh head? 

Ans. The angel said, “The other is 
not yet come; and when he cometh, 
he (antichrist) must continue a short 
space.” Verse 10. Not a man who 
has lived forty or fifty years then 
merges into position of antichrist, 
but one that “is not” as far as this 
world is concerned, so after he does 
appear onthe scene he stays. here 
only a few fleeting years, seven at 
the most, but only three and a half 
after being revealed. 

Ques. What does Isaiah say of this 
man after he has given a description 
of how he is prompted by Lucifer? 

Ans. In a plain statement he says, 
“Thou art cast out of thy grave.” 
Isa. 14:19. 

Ques. Where is he to go the second 
time from this earth? 
Ans. He goeth 

Chapter 17:8, 11. 

Ques. What does perdition here 
mean? 

Ans. Perdition is from the Greek 
word apoleia which means ruined, 
lost, perished, damned ete. 

, Ques. Where then will the beast go 

0? 

Ans. He will be cast into the lake 
of fire, lost forever. Chapter 19:20. 

Ques. How near does the angel 
come to identifying him? 

Ans. He tells us that he is the 
eighth king of one of the seven heads. 

Ques. How does Daniel 11 refer to 
him? 

Ans. He refers to him as the “king 
of the north.” ? 

Ques. At what verse does the de- 
scription begin in Dan. 11? 

Ans. It begins at the twenty-first 
verse and continues to the _ thirty- 
second. 

Ques. Why does it stop there? 

Ans. He seems to drop off of the 
scene and the angel continues the 
narrative about the Jews to the end 
of this age. See verses 32-35. 

Ques. Then what happens? 

Ans. This wicked king again ap- 
pears on the scene in the last days. 
Verse 36.

We have been here, one and a half 
miles of Alton, Fla., running a tent 
meeting.

The Wall of Jerusalem a Type—a Means 


of Protection—a Detense.

In His dealings with the human 
race, God has always offered them 
protection. In the early history of 
creation when the first man and the 
first woman were placed in their 
Place of abode in perfect relationship 
with God, perfect in every respect 
With all the pleasures surrounding 
them that one could wish for, nothing 
lacking, plenty of fruit etc., the man 
was only to dress the garden and en- 
joy the fruit of same, God offered them 
protection against having their hap- 
py life blighted or cut off by giving 
the command to not partake of the 
forbidden fruit. This was their de- 
fense for he said, “In the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die.” This wall of protection was torn 
down when Mother Eve broke over 
and ate of this fruit and did give un- 
to Adam and he did eat, the result 
was, they were turned out of the 
beautiful garden which had _ been 
planted for their habitation—they 
Were exposed, no protection. And 
while only Adam and Eve were driven 
out and separated from God the ef- 
fect of that incident reaches even us. 


It was Satan that caused this to 
take place and it is he who is busy 
even today to have the people ex- 
posed and subject to his ill and cruel 
treatment but God offers His people 
protection. 


In thinking on the subject of pro- 
tection, defense etc., we are reminded 
of the wall that surreunded the city 
of Jerusalem which wall was her pro- 
tection. The word wall is translated 
from the Hebrew word “chowmath” 
which means in English “join” (a 
wall of protection). The word Jerusa- 
lem is translated from the Hebrew 
word “yeruwshalayim” which means 
in English “founded, peaceful.” The 
authentic definition of these words 
give a better understanding of the 
meaning of our subjects. 


Jerusalem is a good type of the 
children of God. The wall is a good 
type of the church which was insti- 
tuted for the protection of God's 
children. This wall that served as a 
great protection to Jerusalem was 
torn down by the enemy but it was 
not destroyed. The stones remained 
amd were covered only by the rub- 
bish and ruins of the conflict. There 
the city was without any protection 
—exposed to the enemy with no way 
to keep him out. A sad picture in- 
deed. But one day a servant of God 
learned of the conditions and was 
stirred to action. The story reads 
like this: 


“The words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hachaliah. And it came to pass 
in the month Chisleu, in the twenti- 
eth year, as I was in Shushan the 
Palace, That Hanani, one of my breth- 
ren, came, he and certain men of 
Judah; and I asked them concerning 
the Jews that had escaped, which 
were left of the captivity, and con- 
cerning Jerusalem. And they said un- 
to me, The remnant that are left of 
the captivity there in the province 
are in great affliction and reproach: 
the WALL of Jerusalem also is brok- 
en down, and the gates thereof are 
burnt with fire. And it came to pass, 
when I heard these words, that I sat 
down and wept, and mourned certain 
days and fasted, and prayed before 
the God of heaven.” 


This is evidence that he realized 
something should be done in behalf 
sof the remnant that was in such af- 
flictions and the only sure protection 


necting of the stones that we wish 
to magnify. These stones are a good 
type of the Scripture doctrines of the 
church. The mortar—a type of the 
Church government to properly hold 
the stones (Scriptures) together so 
as to make them protective. 


The Chuich of God in the begin- 
ning of the church age had such a 
government that it held the Scrip- 
tures together (associated in a way 
that she was a defense for the saints 
of God and she continued to be a 
protection until the mortar (govern- 
ment) gave way. The stones (Scrip- 
ture) fell apart and she ceased to be 
a protection. Different ones then 
sought with a few of the _ stones 
(Scriptures) to build a wall (church) 
for their protection. This is known 
as the dark age of the church and this 
is a good rendering too, for the stones 
(Scriptures) were covered and 
smeared with inferior mortar (govern- 
ments) until doubtless, many felt that 
she was destroyed but she still was 
alive. Some may say the Church of 
God is only a new movement sprung 
up a few years back. In answer to 
such accusations we will sav, The 
Church of God is as old as the date 
numbering from the day of Pentecost 
up to this date. She is the only one 
that has a legal right to use the 
stones (Scriptures). Others have in- 
truded and taken a few to suit their 
style of wall (church) they have 
sought to build and for this reason 
there has been little or no protection 
for those who really desired to live 
for God. But I am sure God was 1look- 
ing on as was the case with the city 
ot Jerusalem. 


Time passed on. Suddenly the lat- 
ter rain of the Holy Ghost broke in 
on some humble followers of God out 
in California. This was in harmony 
with prophecy and the fulfillment of 
the same. This wonderful experience 
was that which corresponds with the 


definition of Jerusalem, which is 
“founded in peace.” This wave of 
heavenly glory seemed to almost 


sweep our fair land in a very short 
time. All this was wonderful but 
there was no protection for these dear 
saints of God—no way to shield off 
false delusions and doctrines of devils, 
doubtless, many felt as sheep without 
a fold. These conditions could not 
exist long. As God spoke to Nehe- 
miah concerning the welfare of Jeru- 
salem so He began to speak to some 
humble followers of His to seek the 
protection of the pentecostal people, 
rebuild a WALL around them. These 
humble followers of God went at this 
task just as Nehemiah did his with 
prayer and fasting. They realized the 
enemy would oppose them and seek 
to discourage this task but God or- 
dered the move. The result was the 
wall (Church of God) was rebuilt— 
no new material used but the same 
old stones (Scriptures) as were in the 
former. They were dug out of the 
rubbish of sects and theories, the 
right kind of mortar (government) 
made up and a _ substantial work 
wrought and now the saints of God 
have a protective wall—a defense. 


There are many dear’ Pentecostal 
people who have sought to build a 
wall (church) for protection and 
there are some who seem to have 
made very good success while others 
have already crumbled. They had a 
few of the stones (Scriptures) but not 
the right kind of mortar (govern- 
ment), nothing wrong with the stones 
(Scriptures) only did not have enough 





~was to “rebuild” the wall. This task 
Nehemiah undertook and completed 
with the aid of God leading him, 


“So built we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the half 
thereof. Nehemiah did not get out 
and dig and hew new stones for the 
rebuilding of the wall but cleaned 
away the rubbish and used the same 


old stones. This was one part of his 
undertaking that his enemies thought 
was impossible. Hear what they 
have to. say, “But it came to 


pass, that when Sanballat heard that 
we builded the wall, he was wroth, 
and took great indignation, and 
mocked the Jews. And he spake be- 
fore his brethren and the army of 
Samaria, and said, What do _ these 
feeble Jews? Will they fortify them- 
selves? will they sacrifice? will they 
fhake an end in a day? will they re- 
vive the stones out of the heaps ‘of 
the rubbish which are burnt? Now 
Tobiah the Ammonite was by him 
and he said, Even that which they 
build, if a fox go up, he shall even 
break down their stone wall.” But 
all criticism offered did not stop Ne- 
hemiah. God had revealed the situ- 
ution to him. This is a good type of 
the Church of God, her mission in the 
time of the early apostles (which was 
their protection), her downfall (the 
dark age) and her return or rebuild- 
ing in these last days. 


Jesus said unto Peter, “And I say 
also unto thee, That thou art Peter, 
and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” This declara- 
tion of Jesus to Peter has ever been 
true and remains the same today. 
The gates of hell have never, nor will 
ever prevail against the Church of

In this partic- 
ular piece of work it seemed to re- 
quire a bit of skill to put these two 
mixtures bottom and top down in a 
way that the top would JOIN or as- 
similate to the bottom. thereby mak- 
ing a stone. The crew of which I 
was a member knew this secret and 
had no trouble with their work while 
some of the others had trouble with 
the top pulling off from the bottom 
and, of course, their work was to do 
over again. They had the right kind 
of material but it was not put down 
in the right way to give results.
